Have I got some bad news 
for California’s pot pushers. 
Our growers of grass may 
soon be standing In the un¬ 
employment lines if onougli 
people take a whiff of a re¬ 
cent report on marijuana. 
The results of fids report 
are so conclusive and so 
scary that hopefully, the 
readers will be too jittery to 
light their joints.

The report Is the result of 
.a recent confer e n c c in 
Reims, France, which pro¬ 
vided an opportunity to <ml- 
minate the research findings 
of 41 scientists from 13 na¬ 
tion. Their overwhelm i n g 
conclusion on several fronts 
is that marijuana is bad 
news. The bad news, accord¬ 
ing to the scientists, stretc¬ 
hes from the brain, to the 
lungs, to the sexual organs, 
and even to your own gene¬ 
tic makeup. If you have ever 
had second thoughts about 
marijuana, you had better 
listen hard. What I am 
about to tell you will turn a 
enuphoric high Into a gen¬ 
uine downer — but like it or 
not, it’s the truth.

Many previous marijuana 
studies have been criticized 
because the research dosages 
were artiflcally high. 'This 
conference report is signifi¬ 
cant because It usc-d do.sages 
which were equivalent to ac¬ 
tual human consumpti o n. 
Much of the research was 
performed with rhesus mon¬ 
keys, which are primates 
whose bodies metabol i z s 
marijuana In a similar man¬ 
ner to humans. You might 
say this is a scientific form 
of monkey See, monkey do.

For six years, one of the 
scientists had been studying 
the varloiLs effects of chrt>- 
nic pot smoking on monkeys. 
When two of the test ani¬ 
mals became pregnant, one 
of the babies died of water 
on the brain, a rare occur¬ 
rence in monkeys, a”'’ the 
other baby was extremely 
hyperactive in comparlstiin to 
the other control babies. Af¬ 
ter these alarming develop¬ 
ments, further st?jdles were 
conducted that showed that 
44 per cent of the mothers 
did not have normal babies. 
The babies were either lost 
during pregnancy by resorp¬ 
tion, still birth, or by infant 
death alter being bom. All 
of this occurred with moth¬ 
ers who were receiving a 
human equipvalent of one to 
three marijuana cigarettes a 
day. Studies on the monkeys 
and other animals clearly 
showed that marijuana ob¬ 
viously interferes with de¬ 
liveries from that fabled 
bird should give some 
thought to their chances with 
marijuana.

CVE is part of a nation¬ 
wide program, developed by 
the American Hospital As¬ 
sociation, the Ameri can 
Medical Asaoclation and the 
Federation of Ameri c a .n 
Hospials, to slow down the 
rate of increase In health 
care expenditui os. 

The escalation of hospital 
costs has been a major con¬ 
cern among business, labor 
and particularly government 
circles. The Voluntary Effort 
i.s .seen as an alternative to 
proposals calling for a "cap” 
on hospital revenues and 
other restrictive measures. It 
has the support and recogni¬ 
tion of congre.ssional, busi¬ 
ness and industrial leaders 
who seek responsible solu¬ 
tions to the problems of ris¬ 
ing costs. 

CVE emphasizes the need 
to restralh the rate of in¬ 
crease In health care ex- 
pendibires through volun¬ 
tary initiative's undertaken 
by Individual hospitals, phy¬ 
sicians, iasurers, buskne s s 
and other health care pro¬ 
viders and u.scrs. 

Under the Voluntary Ef¬ 
fort program each hospital 
Is being asked to examine 
Its own individual circum¬ 
stances and make every ef¬ 
fort to keep expenses at the 
lowest possible level consis¬ 
tent with sound medical 
practice. 

Methodist Hospital has 
formed a volurrfary cost con¬ 
tainment conuplttee which 
meets weekly to inveslgate 
areas where costs can be 
minimized. The purpose of 
this committee is to a.ssist 
the departments of the hos¬ 
pital in an advisory capa¬ 
city by seeking and receiving 
ideas for reducing costs, dis¬ 
cussing the Ideas and shar¬ 
ing recommendatiofns with 
the Individual departments 
lor implementation.

Sanmaria Gorge, Crete: 
“Have you been to the tar- 
angee (gorge).” “See the 
great farangee." "YtHi must 
visit the great farangee.” 
“Be Slue to pass the faran¬ 
gee.” Such were the cries 
of frieflids in the town of 
Hania, Crete. “Start before 
dawn.” “See that you have 
a good pair of shoes when 
you pass the gorge of San¬ 
maria.” “It is seven hours 
in the sun.” "Bo careful of 
the rocks and cliffs.” Such 
were the warnings. 

It sounded intriguing, but 
I was not too excited by the 
prospect as I have visited 
our own Grand Canyon and 
spent many liours climbing 
the paths of Yosemite. San¬ 
maria is the largest gorge 
in Greece, and rumored to 
be one of the most beautiful 
in all of Europe. So at four 
o’clock on a quiet Sunday 
motnirrg I found myself 
standing in line waiting for 
the bus which would make 
the two hour trip into the 
mountains to the beginning 
of the gorge. 

The bus wound its way up 
the twisting road and at six 
o’clock several friends and I 
stood at the verge of the 
gorge as the black Cretan 
night was slowly replaced by 
the rising sun. From the on¬ 
set the land drops steeply to 
the floor of the gorge. It 
does not fall off politely, but 
directly, straight to the bot¬ 
tom, 1700 feet away. 

A path has been cut into 
the gnarly rock of the cliff. 
It travels back and forth 
across the face of the rock, 
switchback after switchback. 
The tlirill of the descent 
must be like that of a diver 
making his way into the 
depths of the sea, watching 
the different forms of life 
come and go as the altitude 
changes. At the top of the 
farangee there was little 
vegetaiton, no water, and 
the air was cool and light; 
as we descended the green¬ 
ery became more profuse, 
water abundant, and the air 
warm and heavy. 

Although the farangee has 
been set aside as a park, 
there are no hand rails 
along the cliff path, no 
warning signs, no rangers, 
no guides, few people. If you 
were to fall from the top 
you would likely be the only 
one there on your arrival 
at the bottom. 

I do .not know how this 
valley was formed for I 
was not there 'when it was 
done. No one consulted me 
about the plant.. I wish they 
had; I would have made a

few changes to make the 
passirig more invigorating.
